DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Robert DeNiro was seen getting on the subway 
at the Napeague stop heading east to return 
to his family home in Montauk. Justin Bieber 
got on the subway at the Southampton stop 
heading westbound, but then got off and raced 
up the stairs and across and down to get on the 
subway going eastbound. Southampton Town 
Supervisor Anna Throne-Holst was seen getting 
on the subway with her little dog in Water Mill 
heading westbound. She waved at our spotter 
and then smiled. 


BEACH BALLS 

Until this week, there have been no problems 
with people taking beach balls onto the subway. 
But on Thursday there was a delay at the 
Southampton station for 40 minutes when a 
beach ball got stuck in the closing doors and 
nobody could knock it out, or get the doors 


open or all the way closed, during that period.

TICKET TAKERS 

We have had several reports of people in uniform 
coming through the aisles of our subway cars 
shouting “Tickets please, tickets please!” and 
then selling fake subway tickets to those who 
don’t have them.

When you swiped your subway card at 
the turnstiles, that counted as your payment for 
any subway ride throughout the system as long 
as you do not exit the system and then try to 
come back in again.

NEW RULE 

Beginning on Monday, August 18, no one will 
be allowed on the Hamptons Subway with an 
inflated beach ball with a diameter greater 
than 24 inches. If you insist on having such a 
beach ball in your possession when you take 
the subway after that date, please deflate your 
beach ball at the compressed air stations that 
are currently being installed just outside the 
turnstiles on the walls at every station.

Inflation, which also can be 
performed at these stations, requires that you 
insert quarters to receive five minutes of re- 
inflation time each.

by the Estoril Clog and Cleat Portuguese Dancing 
Troupe, who apparently should never have been 
given approval to entertain down there a week 
earlier. The damage was done on their first day 
of dancing, and it caused a closure of the station 
from that day until now, when it will be closed 
again for repairs.

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East Hampton Airport 
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From Chicken Coop and Barracks Building to Helicopter Controversies 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he East Hampton airport has been in the 

news recently. The rich come out to the 
Hamptons from New York in their helicopters, 
the people down below complain to the FAA 
about the noise they make, the FAA: doesn’t 
do anything meaningful to control it, and days 
continue to pass without any resolution— 
except now the town is looking to kick out 
the FAA and make some rules themselves. 
The town actually does own the property and 
the business of running it. There are airports 
that run very successfully without the federal 
money that comes with using the FAA. I expect 
this one could, too. The rich will pay almost any 
price to land in the — — this is the 
only airport here. — Pe 

In these circumstances, I Heguiieht it might be 
a good idea to write a history of this airport 
and, before it came into existence, the various 
odd places that planes used to land. 

In the early days of aviation, when there were 
only slow moving biplane, fliers took off and 
landed in fields wherever a field was flat enough 
and mowed enough to do so. The biplanes were 
charming. They made an interesting buzzing 
sound. People welcomed these fliers, and 
considered them adventurers. Here on the East 
End, the flat-mowed areas were mostly farm 
fields. The fliers made maps showing where 
they were. At one point, around 1920, the 


federal government asked that everyone with 
or without a field help out. If you had a barn 
or home with a shingled roof, re-roof the place 
and, with different colored shingles, spell out in 
big letters your location. For a long time, until 
aircraft navigation came into common use, fliers 
would find their way around by looking down 
at the rooftops and compare what they read 
with the maps they were carrying. One such 
roof out here still remains with a name atop it 
from that era. A photograph accompanies this 
article with it. It’s located off Scuttle Hole Road 
in Bridgehampton. 

In 1927, Charles Lindbergh, a young man 
in his mid-20s, took off from an airstrip in 
Roosevelt Field, Long Island and flew to Paris 
alone. This made him a hero around the world 


and made Long Island the home of aviation 


experimentation as young men from all around 
here tried to emulate his success. In the 1930s, 
many airstrips in rural areas became paved and 
formally operational. East Hampton was one of 
them. It needed a “terminal.” 

Improvements came by donation, mostly from 
the aviators themselves or farmers in the area, 
many of whom flew biplanes from farm field to 
farm field in the northeast, often arriving at a 
friend’s farm unannounced. Telephones to call 
ahead were not in common use then. Drinks 
and a picnic would celebrate these occasions. 

The young millionaire Howard Hughes was 
one of those who arrived (Cont'd on next page)

When I graduated college I lived in one of 
those barracks buildings. It was in the Georgica 
section of East Hampton and, according to an 
elderly neighbor I met across a split-rail fence, 
had been towed here by a handsome young man 
named Lieutenant Keeler. Shortly after moving 
in, among the junk in the attic, I found souvenirs 
from the liberation of Paris and silver trophies 
inscribed to him for his accomplishments in a 
Manhattan dancehall called Danceland for First 
Place in the Charleston contest for 1923 and 
1924 (I also bought this house for $9,250, but 
that’s another story). 

Another barracks building was at the East 
Hampton Airport. I recognized it as soon as | 
saw it in the late 1950s. It was 12 feet by 24 feet, 
just like mine. But that was not all. Attached to 
this barracks to enlarge it was an even smaller 


building, which on inquiring I learned had been 
a chicken coop, towed over by a local farmer. 
It was in this chicken coop—cleaned up—that 
people sat on torn sofas, waiting for the planes. 

Around 1962, a new building was constructed, 
10 feet away from the barracks—chicken coop 
affair. It was a three-story-tall wood-shingled 
control tower, 10 feet on a side, that had a 
spiral staircase inside. Way up top on the 
third floor there were four picture windows 
where officials with electronic equipment were 
supposed to sit to talk over the radio to the 
pilots coming and going. Unfortunately, these 
picture windows, large as they were, did not 
have the ability to open and close. And there 
was neither heat nor air conditioning. Thus, 
broiling in the summertime when most needed, 
it was unusable. This structure stood empty in 


after that, right up to 1989, when it was 
decided that something needed to be done 
about the airport facility—such as maybe 
bulldoze it down and build a new one. 

_ By 1989, the East Hampton Airport had 
become a very busy place. And fashionable, 
too. The rich had discovered the Hamptons. ' 
Many Learjets and Cessnas were parked by 
this crazy shack arrangement. And fancy, 
high-fashion women often were seen in the 
waiting room. These people considered the 
old tumbledown terminal charming. 

A few years earlier, in 1982, two competing 
charter airlines that had counters in East © 
Hampton Airport began scheduled flights 
to LaGuardia (at the Marine Terminal), to 
Teterboro in New Jersey, and to Westchester 
in Westchester. They were East Hampton Air, 
and Montauk-Caribbean Airways, run by Robert 
King, who was the principal shareholder at 
WLNG radio station. You could fly to LaGuardia 
for about $75 each way in these twin-engine 
eight-passenger Cessnas, and you could choose 
from the schedules of each of these airlines. 
This was quite a bargain. 

My wife and I took those flights with some 
frequency, either together or singly. One time, 
my wife was flying into the city, and the pilot 
and co-pilot, who you could see up front, 
were told to circle above the skyscrapers of 
Manhattan (a beautiful scene) while waiting 
for landing instructions at LaGuardia. After 20 ©

Philippe Petit Redux 


Man Who Performed High Wire Act Between Twin

A $ a guest of one of the members, my wife 
and I went to hear Philippe Petit speak 
at the clubhouse of the Maidstone. Club last 
Sunday night. 

This event, overlooking the cabanas, pool 
and ocean beach with two golf courses directly 
behind the clubhouse, consisted of a startling 
contrast. The Maidstone Club is a private golf 
club that has not changed its conservative 
traditions in over 100 years. Its clubhouse is 
a fabulous old building, furnished inside in a 
comfortable style popular in the 1930s. 

- Philippe Petit is a small, red-haired Frenchman 
who, well, let us just report that on Thursday, 
four days later, he would at 5:30 in the afternoon 
celebrate the 40th anniversary of the time he 
walked a tightrope stretched between the twin 
towers of the World Trade Center—1,350 feet 
above the city—by walking a tightrope the 
exact same distance, but not so high up, here 
in East Hampton at Jack Larsen’s Longhouse on 
Springy Banks Road. 

Philippe spoke with great passion to the 
nearly 200 people who came to listen to him. 
He said since he was a boy he had always felt 
uncomfortable plodding along on the earth, and 


was just so happy walking along or perching 
high over it. 

He was born and raised in Paris the son of a 
baron who fought in World War II as a French 
pilot, got shot down over Germany and put ina 
concentration camp from which he escaped (a 
movie called The Great ene was later made 
about this event). 

“My parents encouraged me in my passion,” 
he said. “I'd climb a tree. Most parents would 
say, ‘Get down from there before you hurt 
yourself.’ My parents would say, ‘Must be very 
nice up there in that tree,’ And it was. It is so 
peaceful and beautiful from high up.” 

Petit showed slides of himself tightrope 
walking between the two towers of Notre Dame 
in Paris. In another, he was tightrope walking 
from a government building across the Seine to 
the Eiffel Tower. Strangely, he had no video of 
his tightrope walk between the Twin Towers. 

During the dinner that followed Petit’s 
lecture, I sat with his longtime girlfriend, Kathy 
O’Donnell, who explained to me why that was. 

“He had a photographer atop the South 
Tower,” he said. “But after Philippe started 
the walk, the police arrived up at the top and 
arrested everybody. The crew took video, but 
their camera was confiscated.”

I also asked her how they had gotten a line 
between the towers way up there at 1,350 feet. 

“I thought they might have had a breeches 
buoy affair like they used during shipwrecks 
long ago,” I told her. “On the shore, the rescue 
service would fire a metal arrow from a cannon. 
There would be a rope attached to the back and 
the whole arrangement would arch out over 
the stricken ship, and those needing rescue 
would haul it in, tie it to a mast and then come 
ashore in a chair that would be brought out on 
a pulley.” 

“On top of the World Trade Center,” she 
told me, “a bow and arrow with a string on the 
back was shot from the top of one tower to 
the other. The little string was attached to a 
bigger string to a little rope to a bigger rope toa 
bigger rope to one eventually strong enough for 
Philippe to use on his tightrope walk.” 

O’Connell told me that (Cont'd on next page) 
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after the walk—there was talk about sending 
a police helicopter up between the towers, 
which would have been a disaster with the 
wind wash—he was arrested, put in handcuffs, 
and taken to Bellevue Hospital, where a doctor 
declared him “sane but in need of a drink of 
water,” then to jail at the Tombs and then, 
the next morning, released on bail. The city, 
including the authorities, was delighted with 
what Petit did, after all.

Petit’s exploits, which won an Oscar for Best 
Documentary in 2008. 

O’Connell has been Petit’s partner and 
girlfriend for 25 years. | wondered how they 
met. And where. 

“Here in New York City,” she said. “On the 
Lower East Side. Philippe had moved to New 
York City after his tightrope walk between the 


towers. I was working in a saddle shop there, 
playing cards with some of the others who 
worked there. It was 1987. He walked in looking 
for a belt. We asked him to join us at the card 
game. He declined. ‘I cheat,’ he said. We said 
‘well we all do, too.’ So he sat down. 

“When I found out who he was—this was 10 
years after the Twin Towers walk—I talked to 
him and found he was doing everything himself: 
writing a book, marketing, public relations etc. 
‘Why don’t you hire a PR person?’ I asked. He 
said he couldn’t afford it. I said, ‘I could do that 
for you.” 

“Had you done this before?” I asked. 

“No.” 

“How did you get a job working in a saddle 
shop?” 

“?’'m a horsewoman,” she said. “I faked that I 
could do leather work.” 

Shortly after she moved in with him, he told 
her about his plan to tightrope illegally cross 
the Seine to the Eiffel Tower. He had a precedent 
for this. He had tightroped between the towers 
of Notre Dame without asking anybody. For 
the Eiffel Tower, everybody already knew he. 
wanted to do this, so it would be harder. He 
planned to have a plane crash on the far end of 
Paris as a diversion. 

I told her.that sounded a little nuts. 

She told me of course it was nuts. 

“But then he got a phone call. Pettit had a 
friend in Paris, Mikhail Baryshnikov, the Russian 
ballet dancer. There was a situation developing 
in Paris where the president of France needed 
good publicity for the country for political 
reasons. He thought he could arrange a meeting 
between Petit and Chirac at which Chirac might 
change his mind. Chirac, until then, was dead 
set against this. 

“Philippe flew to Paris,” she said. “Then he 
phoned me and told me to come right away. A 
meeting had been set up. They got me a ticket 
on the Concorde. 

“They also told me that Chirac likes legs, so 
wear a skirt. We met Chirac in his presidential 
office. We asked about the walk. Philippe 
charmed Chirac and got the permission.” 

But they still needed money to do this, and 
they didn’t have any. They found a patron in 
clothes designer Thierry Mugler. He’d back the 
effort if Petit would wear a costume of his design 
during the walk. Also it would be necessary for 
Pettit to dye his hair a bright color so the eye 
would be drawn to him. The tightrope walk, 
several thousand yards, took place. 

In the question and answer period after Petit 
spoke in East Hampton, he was asked if he was 
ever afraid he would fall. 

He didn’t speak for a long time. Then he 
said, “Well, here I am. Does that answer your 
question?” 

After his presentation, Philippe sat and 
inscribed (and sold out) his new book, Creativity: 
The Perfect Crime, which further explains the 
joy and what is surely an obsession he has of 
seeing things from high up. 

Four days later, Petit was out at Long House 
in East Hampton where he walked up high over 
a pond between two trees almost exactly the 
distance between the Twin Towers 40 years 
before. It was high drama. Melissa Leo read 
from his works below.

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The Annual Artists-Writers Softball Game Returns for Its 66th Year

he annual Artist-Writers Softball Game 

takes place this Saturday at 2 p.m. on the 
sandlot field in Herrick Park in downtown East 
Hampton. 

It was started in 1948 at a picnic on the 
front yard of artist Wilfrid Zogbaum’s home 
in Springs. Zogbaum had invited a few friends 
over. Among those playing were Willem de 
Kooning, Philip Pavia, Franz Kline and Joan 
Mitchell. There were dogs, a ball being thrown 
around and lots of food and conversation. They 
did not call it the Artist-Writers Game then. 
Nobody kept score. It was just a bunch of guys 
and girls, artists and sculptors, throwing a 
ball around. 

This became an annual affair in the years 
that followed, though, as in the Dark Ages, no 
records were kept. A pre-Renaissance glimmer 
came in 1954 when it was reported that gallery 
owner Leo Castelli, Howard Kanovitz and 
Esteban Vicente played. Then things sunk back 
again into the Dark Ages. 

Rules got established in 1966. There would 
be three strikes and you’re out. There would 
be four bases. The game would be held in 
the park behind the Waldbaums supermarket 


in East Hampton as of 1968. And the Writers 
insisted on playing in 1966, making up their 
own team challenging the Artists. And that 
was a big mistake. The Artists lost every game 
except five for the next 20 years, sometimes 
by such lopsided scores as 21-2. What was 
the explanation for this? One theory was that 
the Writers admired such people as Ernest 
Hemingway, a hard drinking adventurer 
and world traveler who spent most of his 
time outdoors. Meanwhile, the Artists saw 
themselves as paint covered geniuses who 
drank a lot, wenched, worked indoors in barns, 
hardly knew how to swing a bat and rarely saw 
the light of day. 

Soon, the game began to change. Indeed, the 
Hamptons changed. Celebrities were “artists.” 
Actors and producers were “artists.” One year 
the East Hampton Village Police Chief played as 

n “artist.” Those in Hollywood or on Broadway 
or rock stars, who sang and danced and played 
superheroes, could play as well as or better 
than the writers. By 1980, the Artists had caught 
up, although in some years the games had been 
true nailbiters. Since then it has turned.into a 
hilarious melee of a wonderful game. 

Here is just a partial list of the many hundreds 
who have played in this game over the years.

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Rory Kennedy Explores “The Last Days of Vietnam” 


BY ROBERT OTTONE 


M uch has been written about the Vietnam 
conflict. Multiple films have been 
made, including Platoon, Full Metal Jacket 
and Apocalypse Now. There are dozens of 
documentaries on the subject; however, none 
dive quite as deeply into those final days of the 
conflict as Rory Kennedy’s Last Days in Vietnam. 

Kennedy, daughter of Robert and Ethel 
Kennedy, directed the film, which tells the story 
of American soldiers and the mad scramble 
of the South Vietnamese civilians desperately 
trying to escape the clutches of the North 
Vietnamese army. 

I was fortunate to chat with Kennedy about 
the film, which is screening as part of the 
Hamptons International Film Festival’s (HIFF) 
SummerDocs series on August 16. 

“I was approached to do a film about the last 
days of Vietnam and my reservation was really 
that there had been so much done on Vietnam 
that I was worried that I couldn’t add anything 
new,” Kennedy says. “As I did more research on 
the final days and the events that took place, 
there was a lot | realized | didn’t know. In talking 
to other people, I think a lot of folks had the 
impression that they knew, but when you get 
down to really talking about the events, you 
find that very few people actually do.”. 

One of the questions at the heart of the 
documentary is whether or not the remaining 
American soldiers on the ground should, 
in some way, disobey direct orders from 


Washington and just evacuate, 
leaving behind those in the south 
of Vietnam to fend for themselves. 
There have been heartbreaking 
stories recounted over the years 
about children being presented to 
soldiers as they are airlifted out. 
The film takes into consideration 
that very human element and uses | 
it to layer the film. 

“I felt there was an important 
story in documenting and 
educating people about the various 
events,” Kennedy says. 
that, we thought it was important 
to tell these extraordinary stories of Americans 
going against U.S. policies and risking their lives 
to save the Vietnamese. That’s really the focus 
of our film. It was clear to me that these stories 
had never been told and it’s important in terms 
of understanding Vietnam and the policies put 
in place and the soldiers and their behavior. 
Vietnam, to me, is not our brightest moment 
as a country, but when you see what happened 
and what these people did on the front lines, to 
risk their lives to save the Vietnamese, it makes 
you very proud to know about what they did. I 
think it’s a story worth documenting.” 

I was curious what aspects of the 
documentary’s narrative were most difficult 
to highlight. “Getting people to understand the 
Vietnam War and what was at stake, knowing 
that there was a range of understanding and 
really wanting to focus on these final events

and these people, that was 

challenging,” Kennedy says. 

Do teenagers understand what 
happened in. Vietnam? Do they 
care? What value does a film like 
Kennedy’s have on the collective 
conscious? People in this day and 
age certainly have a level of war- 

g weariness not seen in previous 
® generations. Society has become 
5almost numb to the idea of a war 
®going on somewhere. “Well, | think 
8that in that sense, it’s very timely. 

Our film is really focusing on the 
last days of the war,” Kennedy said. 
“As we're getting out of Afghanistan and Iraq, 
there’s a lot of relevance and similarities. We 
don’t draw any conclusions or connections to 
what is happening now, but I think there are 
very few audience members who don’t make 
that connection in their mind.” 

“Vietnam was one of the earliest wars that 
was very heavily documented. In terms of being 
able to tell that story visually, we were able to 
do it because of the heavy network presence 
there,” Kennedy said. “Vietnam is interesting 
because there’s been so much done about it, 
but for my generation, we’ve gotten a lot of that 
history through dramatic films and other pieces 
that aren’t actually facts.”

A kaleidoscopic display of corals combined 
with anemones, sea cucumbers, tangs and 
approximately 800 types of fish, the coral reef 
is a.complete ecosystem and a feast for the 
eyes. Once the personal project of Aquarium 
co-founder Joe Yaiullo, the coral reef, with 
its delicate balance of creatures and exacting 
environmental needs, is the single most labor- 
intensive and expensive exhibit for the Aquarium 
to maintain. But it is also an important tool for 
researching how coral reefs function. 

Along with all of the exclusively underwater 
life to be seen, Long Island Aquarium and 
Exhibition Center teems with other marine- 
related species. There’s the pond full of seals 
that greets you upon arrival in front of the 
Aquarium. There are the piles of alligators 
basking under the glow of heat lamps, and 
there’s the bunch of friendly turtles in a sort 
of grotto near the entrance. You can even buy 
turtle food to feed the turtles, and the turtles 
aren’t-shy about coming up and hitting you up 
for a little snack. 

Then there’s the sea lion show. Three times 
daily (four times on weekends and holidays), 
visitors are invited to gather outside in the Sea 
Lion Coliseum to watch the trained California sea 
lions do tricks. During a recent show, Java, the 
Aquarium’s 13-year-old male California sea lion, 
held a group of children and adults spellbound 
with his skills: waving, shaking flippers, kissing, 
dancing—encouraged by regular mouthfuls of 
tasty fish supplied by his trainer Meghan. Java’s 
most impressive feats, which he saved for last, 
included a high dive and a high jump. 

Staying outside, the wonders continue. 
African penguins waddle on a rocky wall and 
occasionally take a dip in their own pond. 
Several times a day, visitors can watch the 
penguins get fed and can listen to a short 
talk about them. Around the corner, a pair of 
river otters makes their home. Then, diverging 
further from marine life, there’s the collection of 
Japanese snow monkeys who frolic in what the 
Aquarium calls the Lost Temple of Atlantis. It’s 
hard to imagine getting tired of watching these 
endearing guys climbing around and playing. 
Also, in the event that a child is unhappy or 
scared by the other animals, these monkeys 
could prove a great distraction. 

Long Island Aquarium and Exhibition Center 
is flowing over with activities for all ages, 
including summer adventure camps, adventure 
days, pirate snorkel adventures and, of course, 
the death-defying shark dive. ga.

KF or 19 years in the last half of the 20th 
century, New York City’s Edward 
Villella was considered America’s greatest 
male ballet dancer. A principal dancer for 
the New York City Ballet, his tenure began 
only a few years after the founding of that 
company by director George Balanchine, 
who is universally regarded as one the 
greatest choreographer who ever lived. 
Balanchine often choreographed ballets 
directly for Villella in those years and the 
two worked together closely. 

Villella won many awards, including an 
Emmy for a CBS Television production of 
Harlequinade. He danced at the inaugural 
of President Kennedy and performed for 
Presidents Johnson, Nixon and Ford. In 
1997, he was awarded the National Medal 
of Arts by President Bill Clinton and was 
a Kennedy Center Honoree. The Dance 
Heritage Coalition named him as one of 
the first 100 of America’s Irreplaceable 
Dance Treasures. Edward visits his many 
friends here in the Hamptons and first 
began coming out here more than 30 
years ago. 

Villella never intended to become a 
ballet dancer. He was born and raised 
in Bayside, Queens. His father was the 
head of a trucking company that brought 
bolts of cloth to factories in Corona, 
Queens and brought finished dresses to 
the garment district in Manhattan. His 
mother was a housewife and had grown 
up in an orphanage in Corona. The two 
met at a party where his father was 
performing in a dance band, and when 
they had a daughter (Villella’s older sister, 
Carolyn), his mother wanted her to have 
all the things that she had missed when in 
the orphanage. 

While Edward played and hung around 
with his friends on street corners, playing 
stickball and getting into scrapes, his mother 
accompanied his sister to a ballet class after 
school three times a week. Carolyn was 8 and 
he was 7. They were both going to PS 130. 

“What happened was that one day | got 
knocked out cold playing baseball on the 
street. We were playing ‘running bases’ with 
two sewers as bases. A ball hit me in the back 
of the head. My friends didn’t know what to do 
with someone out cold. So they picked me up, 
brought me home and laid me on the stoop and, 
frightened, they ran off. Eventually, I got up and 
went inside.” 

A neighbor happened to see the incident and 
told his mother. His mother told him, “Well, 
obviously we can’t trust you on the street 
anymore.” He then got “dragged” to his sister’s 
ballet class. 

“There were these 40 giggling girls, my mom 
and me. | was totally bored. They were doing 
these delicate gestures and steps. Then they 
started to jump. | could jump. So I went to 
the back of the room and tried out a jump or 
two of my own. What did I know? But I was 
a good jumper, though I was kind of doing it

all in a clownish way.” 

The director of the school saw him and said 
to his mother “either get him out of here or put 
him in tights at the barre.” 

“So my mother bought me some tights. | 
thought ‘nobody is going to know about this.’ 
But I was wrong. It was soon all over town. 
We dried the wash on clotheslines out. back in 
those days. The neighbors saw them. As for my 
friends, I now found I had to not only defend 
ballet dancing, I also had to defend myself 
physically from them. I fought and won the 
fights. Though I was small, I was fast, strong and 
smart. | should tell you I was the welterweight 
boxing champion in college.” 


Who’s Here 


His mother had high hopes for his 
| older sister. When she turned 11, she 
| contacted George Balanchine, who had 
just opened a ballet school in Manhattan 
called the School of American Ballet, to 
see if she could arrange a scholarship 
| for Carolyn. She got one. “As my mother 
| was leaving, she told the registrar, ‘I also 
have a son who’s not very interested, but 
he does ballet dancing, too.’ A boy was 
an answer to a ballet school’s prayer in 
those days.” They were rare indeed. So 
| along went Edward. 

Two years later, New York City Mayor 
| Fiorello LaGuardia offered Balanchine 
the use of the City Center in Manhattan 
| for his new company. The only condition 
| was that he change the name from Ballet 
Society to New York City Ballet. 

“George Balanchine was a genius,” 
|, Villella told me. “Not just in the world 
| of ballet. He could talk geopolitics with 
Henry Kissinger. He had a photographic 
mind. When Mr. B walked into a room, his 
persona preceded him. He was elegant, 
commanding and utterly remarkable. 
And he taught us all everything.” 

| “I was 10 when I first saw him, and his 
+ school soon showed me this was much 
more than just street stuff. It required 
your mind. There were positions of 
| your feet and arms. There were soaring 
jumps. | fell in love with it. I could 
speak a physical language if I was willing 
to learn it.” 

When Edward was 16, his sister told 
their mother she didn’t want to do ballet 
anymore. 

“It broke her heart,” Edward said. “She 
said she never wanted to hear the word ballet 
spoken in their house ever again.” 

“And you thought—what about me?” I asked. 

“I did. But J didn’t say anything. But then my 
father supported her. ‘It’s over. It’s done,’ he 
said. And turning to me he said, ‘And you’re 
going to college.” 

The brother of one of Edward’s closest 
friends was at the New York State Maritime 
College in the Bronx. This college today is 
where it has always been, on a military base 
at the foot of the abutment of the Throgs Neck 
Bridge. “One day I was in ballet school, the 
next day I was in college.” 

“What about ballet?” I asked. 

“We weren’t allowed off the base. I used my 
physicality by lettering in boxing and baseball. 
At the end of four years, I got a Bachelor of 
Science degree in Marine Transportation. On 
graduation day | told my dad | wanted to bea 
ballet dancer. He wouldn’t speak to me for a 
year.” 

“And Balanchine took you back?” I asked. 

“One day all these years later, I just showed 
up again. ‘Remember me?’ I asked. They did. 
And they motioned for me to come in.” 

Villella returned to class and was soon asked 
to join the company, first as a Corps de Ballet 
dancer, where he spent three years, then as a 
soloist and finally, two years later, as one of 
the principals. He was to (Cont'd on next page) 
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remain a principal dancer for the New York City 
Ballet for the next 15 years. 

And Balanchine choreographed for him in 
the neo-classical style. “He choreographed to 
my strength, my ability to jump, my musical 
ability, my quality of movement, much of which 
involved speed.” 

Balanchine choreographed Oberon in A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream, Bugaku, Tarantella 
and revived Prodigal Son for Villella. 

“He knew us intimately and choreographed 
for us in that manner. He used our potentials 
and our intelligence. He challenged us and 
made us work for it. He had a no-star system 
and listed us all alphabetically.” 

Who the stars were was left to the critics. 
I asked Villella to describe one of the peak 
moments in his career. 

“I would have to say it was in October of 
1962 during the Cuban Missile Crisis,” he said. 
“This was during a State Department tour to 
the Soviet Union. We were all aware the Soviet 
interpreters were KGB following us everywhere, 
including the hotel. 

“There were about 60 of us. And this was 
the first time Balanchine had been back to 
Russia since he had defected at 19. It was very 
emotional for him. 

“One day we were invited to lunch at the 
American Embassy, and suddenly the staff 
started boarding up all of the windows. Outside, 
students threw rocks and ink bottles at the 
embassy. It was quite frightening as we were 
leaving. Our country and theirs were within 
hours of raining down nuclear missiles on each 
other. 

“The second night at the Bolshoi I had a 
bravura role with pyrotechnical aspects. I 
finished my variation and when it ended people 
applauded and stamped their feet in unison. 
The Russian audience was calling me back to 
do an encore. All together there were 21 curtain 
calls. This was one of the most emotional 
experiences in my life at that time.” 


I asked Villella to give me an idea of how he 
interrelated with Balanchine. 

“One day he asked me to learn the ballet 
Apollo. 

“I did and showed it to him. He said, ‘That’s not 
Apollo, you do not have enough poetry in your 
gesture. I will show it to you.’ He was wearing 
a double-breasted grey suit, some loafers and a 
cowboy shirt. He was approximately 65 years 


old. Then he danced it for me and I began to_ 


understand the poetry of gesture. He talked 
about the role... an eagle on a crag looking 
down from the rock, a matador watching a 
bull go by, a soccer step, a bicycle rider, and 
a chariot driver. He also told me Apollo was a 
rascal. With all these masculine images, I now 
had a point of departure from which to develop 
the role of Apollo.” 

Early in his career, Villella began coming to 
the Hamptons to enjoy the beach, the beautiful 
homes, the beautiful women and the social life. 
He bought a classic sports car, a 57 Corvette, 
and after that a Ford Shelby. He was a partner 
in a New York City disco called Arthur, with 
Roddy McDowell and Cybil Burton Christopher. 
He got married to one of the ballet dancers in 
the company and then got divorced. He traveled 
to London, Paris and Tokyo with the company. 

“Once, I got a speeding ticket in Virginia,” he 
told me. “The police clocked me doing 110.” 

The average career of a ballet dancer in his or 
her prime at the top of their career is usually 15 
years. Villella’s lasted 20. 

“You don’t do things quite as fast as you used 
to. You know it is going to end somehow.” 

After a performance at the White House 
before President Ford, he experienced a lot of 
pain in his right hip. Afterward, he went to see 
the company’s orthopedic surgeon. He told 
Villella his dancing career was over. He would 
need a replacement for his hip. 


So he retired. But he soon learned he Coie 


continue to make his living as a speaker at 
universities, using other dancers to do lectures 


and demonstrations. Edward was invited to be 
an artist in residence at West Point and worked 
with the football, baseball and lacrosse teams. 
He also choreographed for companies and 
television. _ : 

One year, he was asked to choreograph a 
television special that would feature Dorothy 
Hamill, the Olympic skating champion. He 
declined at first, telling the producers that he 
didn’t know enough about ice skating. The 
producers offered to bring the former Canadian 
national champion, Linda Carbonetto, to New 
York to be his assistant. She was in Los Angeles 
with the production company and they all met 
in New York for the first production meeting. 
Not only did the TV special work, they also fell 
in love and got married. 

A few years later, Villella got an invitation to 
start a ballet company in Miami. “The great man 
had passed away. His neo-classical abstractions 
and his choreographic details were becoming 
diluted.” 

In 1986, he founded the Miami City Ballet with 
$1 million in backing and 19 dancers. Edward 
Villella would be its director. He and his family 
moved to La Gorce Island off Miami Beach 
and remained there for 25 years, taking the 
company from its inception to one of the most 
respected companies in America. By 2012 the 
company had grown to 53 dancers and had a 
budget of nearly $15 million. 

“What did you enjoy about it?” I asked. 

“The exhilaration of moving in a controlled 
way and still having a sense of abandonment.” 

Today, Linda and Edward Villella live in 
a brownstone overlooking the Hudson 
on the Upper West Side of Manhattan 
and often come out to the Hamptons to 
visit friends.

passenger in the back unhooked her seatbelt, 
marched up the aisle and loudly asked the two 
pilots how much longer this would be going 
on because she had a very important meeting 
she had to attend. The pilots could not hear 
her at first—they wore headphones, but when 
they noticed her they politely told her to 
return to her seat immediately, which, after 
more badgering without any effect, she did by 
stomping back to her seat. 

In the third year of this price war, the two 
airlines were joined by a third competitor, 
Donald Trump, who formed Trump Air with a 
group of black helicopters that took people in 
and out from New York in under an hour, and 
not to some remote airport but to a helicopter 
pad at 33rd Street and the East River.

The next year—the second for Trump and 
the fifth for Montauk-Caribbean and East 
Hampton—this whole overheated price war 
came to an end. All three had lost money, and 
all three airlines abandoned scheduled flights. 
There have been none since. 

In 1989, East Hampton town set aside 
$400,000 to build a larger, 4,000 square-foot 
airport terminal. They were persuaded to 
invite architects to design it in an architectural 
competition sponsored by local organization 
Beaux Arch ’89. Specifications were sent out 
to architectural. firms everywhere. The entries 
rolled in. The facility would have a lounge for 
passengers, a baggage area, airline booths and 
airport manager’s offices. There would also be a 
small snack bar and an observation deck.

To everyone’s surprise, entries came in from 
all over the world. The judges met, and they 
selected a very controversial entry as a winner, 
something with a Moroccan feel to it, a flat 
roof and high windows to open out to allow 
circulation from the broiling Moroccan sun. 
Although the town was obliged to build it by the 
rules they had set up for the competition, they 
refused. Instead, the town placed a model of it 
in the window of the Village Hardware Store on 
Newtown Lane and held a referendum about it. 
The townspeople would decide. Proponents of 
the building, mostly from the art world, said that 
if East Hampton broke its promise and turned it 
down, the international art community would 
never again hold a competition here. Surely 
they would be right about that. Nevertheless 
the townspeople voted thumbs down by a 
margin of two to one. 

A lawsuit followed. But in the end, because 
the proposed winner would cost more than 
$400,000 to build and more than 4,000 square 
feet in size, the town prevailed. 

In 1994, with the lawsuit out of the way, 
East Hampton Town built a new terminal to 
more gentle specifications, and it is there 
now. It has a rotunda that is reminiscent of 
both the Marine Air Terminal in LaGuardia, 
a merry-go-round carousel, and all the other 
things needed (except for an observation deck 
and a small restaurant), and it does serve 
the community very well, although probably 
not with the panache of what had won that 
competition earlier. 

More and more planes come into and out of 
East Hampton Airport every year. Small ones 
do not make much noise, but the big jet planes 
thunder the neighborhood when they come in 
and out. Noisier still are the helicopters, which 
chatter away angrily as they come down from 
a height of what is supposed to be several 
thousand feet. And there are more and more 
helicopters. East Hampton is not only a town 
for the rich, it’s a town for the super-rich, and 
they easily afford the $1,500 to save themselves 
from the extra two hours of coming here 
by land. 

New this year is “Blade,” an iPhone app that 
links empty helicopter seats up with those 
wishing to use them at a much reduced cost. 
With “Blade,” you go online to see what is what, 
and if there is an empty seat on a flight going 
out shortly, you can book it for as little as $450. 

The future of the airport remains cloudy. I 
suspect that if the town takes over everything, 
they can charge landing fees far higher than 
those they do now. I suspect they can easily 
bankroll the operation of the airport from those 
rich folks who will only come out here in a 
chopper, regardless of what it costs. 

And you thought the Hampton Jitney, 
with its attendants, snacks, drinks and 
reading matter was a class act, and that its 
Ambassador service—which in addition to the 
aforementioned provides onboard movies, red 
and white wine, captain’s chairs and sometimes 
gift bags—was the expensive way to go (cost 
is about $65). Well, the super-rich know how 
important two hours can be. 

Whatever the future holds, I suspect it will 
not include chicken coops, army barracks, 
disastrous control tower follies, Howard 
Hughes or dirt runways. We'll have to wait 
and see. ga

Observe the golden rule when on the town. 


It struck me that it might be helpful to share 
the mechanics of enjoying oneself while dining 
out. . 

Firstly, dress up a little. Don’t just throw a 
cover-up Over a swimsuit and twist your wet 
hair into a blob—unless you’re the one in 
charge of roasting a pig on the beach. Make the 
evening special by marking the occasion with a 
nice outfit, “bling!” jewelry, all the makeup you 
feel like applying (the room will be dimly lit, I 
promise)—but not too much perfume. 

Like anything else—planning makes perfect, 
or, at least, better. MAKE A RESERVATION and 
KEEP IT. As Chef Tom Schaudel will tell you, 
not everyone on Long Island can eat at 8 p.m. 
on a Saturday. If you show up early, or late, or 
without a reservation at all, why should you 
expect a seat? It doesn’t work that way with 
your dentist or your lawyer, right? 

Don’t swim against the tide. If the restaurant 
is known for its fabulous, local seafood, why-oh- 
why would you order chicken cacciatore? 

Ask questions and know thy growing seasons. 
The best restaurants change their menus often 
to take advantage of seasonal bounty, yet many 
restaurants, even at the high end, don’t get 
it quite right. Local strawberries gave up the 
ghost over a month ago. Corn is only now in 
high season. If a local restaurant buys a bushel 
of local mushrooms in May, can they still -be 
serving them around Labor Day? Not according 
to Bridgehampton mushroom farmer David 
Falkowski. Give “positive reinforcement” by 
saying, “Oh, the squash is local, what farm is it 
from?” Our local farmers will thank you. 

Another good line of inquiry is to ask your 
server what his or her favorite dishes are and 
why. He or she should have been given the 
opportunity to try them all. In my experience, 
servers ALWAYS know which are the best 
house cocktails... 

Did I mention good manners? Didn’t your 
mother make this clear? Treat others as you 
would have them treat you. It’s not always your 
server’s fault when he or she is “in the weeds.” 
Be patient. Order a bottle of wine for the table 


to start—this will round off many an edge. 


Maybe a nice Sancerre or a local rosé. Go with 
the flow. 

Tip generously—especially if you frequent a 
particular restaurant. The karmic benefits are 
immediate and multifaceted. @&

My sister-in-law tells a

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1080p vs. 4K: Do you know the difference? 


While broadcast and cable companies haven’t 
quite jumped on the 4K UHD bandwagon yet, 
there is already a decent amount of content 
coming out. Earlier this year, Netflix released 
the second season of House of Cards in 4K 
UHD, and YouTube is slowly rolling out 4K UHD 
content as well. Once an official standard is set, 
broadcast and cable companies will be putting 
out 4K content in earnest. Still, it doesn’t hurt to 
be an early adopter—who’s not going to want 
to come to your home in the East End to watch 
the latest season of Orange is the New Black on 
your amazing new TV? 

In the meantime, all 4K TVs are able to 
make 1080p television look grander and more 
impressive due to all sorts of technical things 
like interpolation, which I can’t say I understand 
and will probably just call “magic.”

Cellars’ production facility, 
Premium Wine Group, under the 
direction of Lieb’s winemaker, 
Russell Hearn. 

“I was excited to see what we 
could do with apples, and we’re 
very proud of the result,” says 
Hearn. “The cider is aromatic, 
fresh, crisp and shows distinct 
citrus, green apple and mineral 
flavors. It’s a cider that we feel 
our Pinot Blanc fans will enjoy.” 

The “Rumor Mill” name was 
chosen out of over 50 suggestions 
from Lieb Cellars’ staff members. 
It speaks to the small town nature 
of the East End and how rumors 
start and evolve. In tiny type 
behind the logo on the label, Lieb 
showcases some of the more 
outrageous rumors circulating 
around town earlier this year. 
For future bottlings, Lieb plans to 
update the labels each year with 
the latest gossip. 

This is the latest innovation 
for Lieb Cellars, which made 
headlines this past year for being 
the first North Fork winery to 
open on the South Fork; and for 
releasing wine, under the Bridge 
Lane label, in 3-liter box and 
20-liter disposable keg formats. 


LIRR Extending Montauk Service

MONTAUK: Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele, Jr. has announced that 
the Metropolitan Transportation Authority (MTA) has included a ten- 
week extension of weekend Long Island Rail road service to Montauk 
in the proposed 2015~2018 Financial Plan and the July Financial 
Plan. 

According to the Plan, the current weekend service to Montauk 
would be extended for ten additional weeks, beginning in October 
2014. Though it was not specified how the 10 week extension would be 
distributed between the spring and fall months, the expanded service 
would support the increasing popularity of the East End during the 
shoulder seasons. 

Assemblyman Thiele noted, “With the East End’s growing reliance 
on the tourism industry, our economy is dependent on getting people 
out here. By providing more weekend service to Montauk, we would 
be putting more resources into the hands of our local year-round 
business owners and their families.” A call to Thiele confirmed that the 
Cannonball would also be included in the extension. 


$150,000 in State Funding Aims to 
Eradicate Tick-Bourne Diseases 


NEW YORK: In the latest efforts to eradicate Lyme and tick-borne 
diseases on the East End, Senator Ken LaValle announced $150,000 in 
state funding allocated to prevention programs in Shelter Island and 
North Haven. 

LaValle is also co-chair of the NY Senate Coalition Task Force on 
Lyme and Tick-Borne Diseases. In June, the task force reported on their 
goals of improving prevention, diagnosis and treatment. 

“I am hopeful that these two pilot programs will be successful,” 
he said. Assemblyman Fred Thiele expressed concern regarding the 
growing issue of tick-borne illnesses in the region. 

“The extent and severity of the Lyme disease cases on the East End 
has escalated to the point of public health crisis,” he said. 

Thiele added praise for the passed budget that will help to address 
these concerns. 

“The funding will allow North Haven and Shelter Island to expand 
highly successful four-poster programs.” 

Four-posters attract deer with food, and then, as the deer eat, their

In addition to the new influx of state funding, other Hamptons 
organizations have mobilized to tackle the problem of increasing 
numbers of tick-borne illnesses. Southampton Hospital established the 
Tick-Borne Disease Resource Center in May, featuring an advisory panel 
of medical experts and corresponding hotline for residents.

Having said that, there was nothing to 
compare with the moment | first tasted the wine I 
grew, fussed over, fermented, barreled, waited upon 
with difficult patience, bottled, waited some more 
and then finally tasted—and it was damn good! 


What is the best thing you’ve ever heard anyone 
say about your wines? On a cold Friday morning 
in February, David Schildeknacht sat at our kitchen 
table tasting our wine and declared our Blanc de Noir 
was “world class.” What a thrill. 


What is the funniest way you’ve heard somebody 
describe a wine? “This finishes like an Oscar Mayer 
wiener” in reference to a Riesling. 


Talk a bit about the relationship among 
the winemakers here, the camaraderie, the 
collaboration and the competition aspects. From 
my perspective, I would have been totally lost 
without the help of so many out here. The numbers 
of vineyard managers who lent their thoughts and 
suggestions, especially Sam McCullough, were 
invaluable. Later the winemakers, especially my 
mentor, Eric Fry, taught me what I know today and 
still stand ready to advise at the drop of a hat. Also 
there is the precious resource we have with the 
Cornell Cooperative being right nearby with their 
advice, updates and connections. 


What are a few insider tips for touring Long Island 
Wine Country? Check to see if buses/limos/vans 
are allowed at the vineyard you would like to visit. 
If you are six or more people you will need to have 
a reservation, so call ahead. Do not bring alcohol 
to the winery; it is illegal. Remember to respect the 
place you are visiting. Farm wineries are private 
farms which have opened themselves to invite you 
in to taste, enjoy and purchase their wines; they are 
peoples’ homes. 


If you weren’t making wine, you would be... Bored 
...but sitting on a little quiet island with my feet up 
and drinking wine!

Robert Klein at Bay Street Theater August 18

Vor standup comedian Robert Klein is 
coming back to Bay Street Theater on August 
18, and he’s looking forward to it. 

“It’s my wheelhouse,” Klein says of the Sag Harbor 
venue. The Hamptons audience “grew up with me, 
and they bring their kids and grandkids. It’s just 
fantastic.” Klein has appeared at Bay Street many 
times over the years, and calls it a “wonderful 
institution.” 

Klein is speaking from a café on Upper Broadway, 
and he interrupts our conversation to wave at some 
fans on a passing tour bus—“They all have grey 
hair,” he laughs, “so they know me.” 

After his close to 50 years in comedy, there are a 
lot of people who know Klein. He’s a semi-reluctant 
“eminence gris”—his own phrasing—having done 
nine HBO comedy specials, more than any other 
single performer. In fact, Klein did the very first HBO 
comedy special in 1975, when the cable programmer 
was barely in its infancy. Now, the Weinstein 
Company, an independent film producer, is following 
him around making a documentary. 

“They’re thinking of calling it Robert Klein Still 
Can’t Stop His Leg,” Klein says, a title that alludes 
to one of Klein’s signature routines featuring a 
bluesman with a spastic leg. “I’ve done some version 
of that routine in every one of my HBO specials.” 
Klein mentions that the documentary film crew 
might come out to Sag Harbor to film Klein in one of 


his favorite places. 

The Weinstein Company’s interest 
in Klein, besides his greatness, might 
stem from the fact that he’s rather 
an endangered species. Many of the 
other legendary standup comics of 
his generation, people like George 
Carlin and Richard Pryor, didn’t 
live long enough to make it to the 
eminence gris stage of their careers. 

“They lived hard lives,” Klein 
observes, “and I luckily managed 
to control myself.” Like many who 
continue to do physically demanding 
work into their 70s, Klein just 
considers himself lucky to not to be 
falling apart. 

In a reminder of how long Klein has 
been doing what he does, the Weinstein Company 
recently filmed a California visit between Klein and 
fellow comedian Fred Willard (the improv-comedy 
master who starred in Waiting for Guffman and Best 
in Show, among others). It was a reunion of sorts, as 
Klein and Willard have known each other for a very 
long time. 

“Fred and I were hired at Second City in Chicago 
on the same day in April, 1965,” Klein points out. 
Klein considers the date the official beginning of 
his comedy career. In later years, Second City 
would become known as a training camp for future 
members of Saturday Night Live casts, but in the

’60s, prior to the birth of SNL, former 
Second City players made their way 
more haphazardly onto standup 
stages and TV variety shows. 

“There wasn’t any __ real 
infrastructure at the time,” Klein 
says, before noting the contrast to 
today, when many colleges now have 
established standup comedy student 
groups. “We were just filming up in 
=Binghamton, and I was pleasantly 
© surprised to find out about that.” 

Of course, some people might not — 
& exactly jump for joy at the prospect 
of their college-educated child going 
*Sinto such a dicey profession as 
comedy—kKlein has had his share of 
parents approach him with serious 
anxieties. But he’s pretty upbeat about it. 

“I encourage people to go into it,” he says, while 
he’s always careful to point out the two essential 
factors for success in the field: “tenacity and luck.” 

Not to mention that you have to be funny. After 50 
years, Klein certainly does a lot more bits about aging 
than he used to—with a special focus on how many 
bathroom trips he makes during the night—but he’s 
as funny as ever. We welcome his eminence. gi.

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Wave Warrior Herbie Fletcher at Dirt Gallery

@@ | left home at i6, with the clothes I was wearing, 
my surfboard, trunks and a beadroll, headed 
for paradise,” reads the wall text at Dirt Gallery, 
the words of surf legend and artist Herbie Fletcher. 
“Living in the backseat of a rusted Cadillac, even 
though Dewey Weber’s, was anything but, then again, 
at first light when I could see the waves peeling at 
Sunset Point...1 knew my rash decision was perfect.” 
The exhibition space that is Dirt Gallery is a 
perfectly unconventional fit for the show—located 
near the airport in Wainscott, it’s nowhere near any 
Main Street, and the various units that make up the 
Industrial Road complex range from artists’ studios 
to storage and project spaces. Fletcher’s balanced 
rawness and perfection harmoniously mirror Dirt’s 
Chelsea-like crisp white walls, high ceilings, brilliant 
lighting, and garage door. Works included in the 
summer exhibition “Herbie Fletcher: Path of a Wave 
Warrior” reveal the dichotomy of art-making; the 
finished product vs. process, order vs. chaos.

“Wrecktangle” 


“Case of Arrows” is perhaps the sleekest example 
in the show. Three boards, shaped from templates 
of vintage surfboards and made of acrylic, resin 
and foam stand like thin, tall warriors side-by-side. 
Black, white and orange are the only colors, and 
geometric patterns inspired by Native American 
blankets speak to Fletcher’s own Blackfoot and 
Cherokee background. The name Fletcher, in fact, 
means arrow maker. 

“Universe and Star” is a darker, grittier work made 
up of all that falls to the floor in a shaping room— 
the ingredients used to make up the thousands of 
surfboards Fletcher shaped, glassed and painted 
throughout his life thus far. 

Both process and finished form come together in 
works like “Tide Pool I” and “Tide Pool II”—made of 
oil, resin, tints and fiberglass on canvas, raw fiberglass 
extends the picture plane and the surfaces take on a 
sculptural effect. Spontaneously, anthropomorphic 
forms emerge—organic, curvilinear lines and 
splashes of rich color making up what could be a 
tree, a face, fingers, rivers, roots; things that branch 
out, expanding and moving. ; 

“Wrecktangle,” made up of boards all broken at 
Pipeline on Oahu’s North Shore, including that of 
Bruce Irons and other pro surfers, symbolically 
unites the people who rode them, the form and shape 
of the modern day surfboard that Fletcher himself 
designed (including his trademark Astrodeck), and 
the circular, arching and spiraling form that is the 
wave itself. 

Fletcher’s work has no boundary between art 
and life; the two are intrinsically connected. His 


life in the water shows 
up in his artwork, and 
his artwork shows up 
in the ocean in the 
form of his sculpted 
and painted designs. 
His intensity and 
integrity as a surfer 
comes through in his 
artwork—he is true 
to his own vision and 
isn’t following any 
surfboard art trends. 
He has also directed, 
shot and _ produced 
over 65 surf films. 
Many of his earlier 
works are made from

et ready for 60s-style Vegas glitz at Amagansett’s 

Stephen Talkhouse. Isabel Rose is bringing 
her swingin’ style to that rustic roadhouse, and it 
promises to be wild, unpredictable fun. 

“I never do the same show twice,” says 
the singer, actress, and entertainer Isabel Rose. 
“At the Talkhouse, I’m going to add a definite 
rock element. It’s going to be beach glam. And fun—a 
lot of fun.” 

Rose is appearing at the Stephen Talkhouse this 
Friday, August 15, which happens to coincide with 
the pre-order release of her latest album, Trouble 
in Paradise, on the BDG/RED label, a division of 
Sony. The album is a bit of a departure for Rose. 
Produced by Bob Rock, who is known for his work 
with Metallica and other hard-rock bands, Trouble 


in Paradise mixes in a lot more rock 
than her previous album Swingin’ 
from the Hip. But it’s still a lot of fun. 

There’s a reason Rose emphasizes 
fun. For Rose, fun is a principled 
stand. She revels in what she calls 
the “Vegas ’60s,” the 60s of Ann- 
Margret and Diana Ross, when 
female performers wore false 
eyelashes and shimmering sequins, 
outfits that were meant to dazzle 
and that radiated joy. 

And there were costume changes. 
“IT will do at least one costume 
change at the Talkhouse,” she says, 
observing that it’s hard to work in 
a lot of changes if you don’t have 
a corp de ballet to hold people’s attention while

you’re offstage changing outfits. Rose points with 
envy to Cher’s stage act, during which Cher, in 
addition to everything else, employs upwards of 
30 wigs. Rose reveres this “more is better” style 
of entertaining because of the lost world it 
evokes. “I like to reference a time when people 
dressed up and hit the town, live music was 
everywhere, girls got dolled up, guys looked cool.” 
To bring that experience to the Talkhouse, Rose 
will be joined by a nine-piece band, including two 
background singers. 

A good introduction to Rose’s style of fun is her 
YouTube music video for her cover of “Aquarius” 
from the musical Hair. Not only does her version 
of the song sound like a forgotten classic from a 
mid-60s Sergio Mendez session with Brazil ’66, but 
the video shows Rose dressed as a ’60s-era swingin’ 
stewardess entertaining a plane filled with travelers 
in modern-day dress—including a couple joining the 
mile-high club. “I don’t really do raunchy myself, but 
I'm a facilitator,” she explains. “I bring the happy 
couple a cocktail!”

Perhaps Rose’s affection for the exaggerated 
colors and the heightened drama of the Vegas acts 
of the ’60s stems from her youthful immersion in the 
classic MGM movie musicals. On her website, she 
tells of Friday nights spent in the Technicolor world 
of Singing in the Rain and Meet Me In St. Louis, films 
that thrilled with spectacle and painted a world of 
glamour and glitz. 

Despite her adoption of showbiz tropes of the 
60s, Isabel Rose is quick to note that she is not 
a kitsch act. “I love to drop into that world, but 
I’m about the here and now,” she says. “I’m very 
much a modern performer.” She is analytical about 
what she’s up to. That recording of “Aquarius” is 
a case in point: there’s a certain touch of knowing 
irony in taking a late-60s counter-culture anthem 
like “Aquarius” and reframing it as early-60s Vegas 
pop—Rose’s swingin’ stewardess character doesn’t 
seem to know what she’s singing about, but we 
certainly do. Certainly such culture clashes were 
fairly common in the ’60s (witness Herb Alpert’s 
Tijuana Brass cover of “Blowing in the Wind”), but 
Rose feels that it adds another layer to be creating 
such culture clashes today. “It’s like time travel,” 
she says. And maybe that’s the best way to think 
about Isabel Rose. She’s providing an opportunity for 
everybody to go back and experience a taste of that

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Folk Icon Dar Williams Strums at Suffolk Theater

ar Williams wasn’t trying to be the voice of 

a movement. She wasn’t trying to represent 
something bigger than herself. As she dug through 
the caverns of her heart and mined the wealth of 
her own experience, she says she was simply writing 
what she was writing. But it turns out, she was 
giving form to the experience of many. That’s what 
folk musicians do, often without planning it. As the 
decades have ticked by, Williams still digs into her 
soul for material. And it turns out, time and again, to 
reflect what’s happening in the outside world. 

“A lot of songs that are lyric-driven,” Williams 
explained, “are a reflection of what’s going on inside 
and outside. In the 90s, I thought I was writing what 
was going on inside in terms of gender. But it turns 
out, the ’90s was a gender decade.” 

In 1993, Williams released The Honesty Room 
album, featuring the song “When I Was a Boy.” The 
song explored gender roles at a time when these 
issues were just starting to come to the fore. |

“My issues turned out to be a lot of people’s 
issues,” said Williams. “We were in this post-AIDS/ 
HIV cocktail. In the 80s a lot of people came out, and 
responded to this crisis of HIV and the social crisis 
of not accepting gay culture, and in the 90s people 


_ were starting to move forward.” 


She wasn’t tailoring songs to political issues. Still 
today, when she talks about the Taliban in “I Am the 


- One Who Will Remember Everything” (in The Time of 


the Gods, 2012), Williams says she’s writing the song 
she wants to write without a political motivation. 
The larger message emerges effortlessly. 

“If you care about the world,” she said, “what you 
write will reflect where the outside meets the inside.” 

Williams draws on stories in her songwriting, 
whether they’re stories in the news or ancient 
mythology. 

“A lot of bible stories are about redemption and 
finding one’s path to morality,” said Williams. “Greek 
mythology is about issues of pride and heroism and 
jealousy.” 

These issues, she says, are as applicable today 
as ever. As a religion major in college, she was 
fascinated by these ancient stories, and she relishes 
the opportunity to apply them to the modern world. 

“Right in the middle of the recession,” Williams 
said, “it wasn’t a matter of being a good person. It 
was about how you, a good person, were going to 
deal. I would see things around me and remember 
these stories I loved as a child, and I’d realize these 
meanings that I didn’t understand when | was a 
child.” 

The stories spun into songs, and Williams has 
now released 13 albums over the last 20 years. She’s 
played with folk legends like Pete Seeger and Joan 
Baez as well as modern masters like Alison Krauss 
and Bela Fleck. 

“At the end of the day,” she said, “my life is 
very much about the songs I wrote and who I sang 


them with and the people I share them with, fellow 
musicians and audiences. Folk music is a family 
affair.” 

Even though her albums continue to address 
new issues and she continues to churn out original 
material, she says her songwriting process hasn’t 
changed much at all. 

“The topics have changed,” she said. “But not the 
process. I learned early on that there are gatekeepers 
in my head that say ‘This song is too short, too long, 
too quiet, too loud.’ The only challenge for me is 
to follow the inspiration. past the gatekeepers that 
say I don’t have the right or the talent to address 
something.” 

At her upcoming show at the Suffolk Theater 
in Riverhead, Williams plans to share her new 
work, but also to bring out some songs she hasn’t 
played in 20 years. She responds to the audience

“I come with a list of songs,” she said of her 
approach to performing live, “but I listen to requests.

THE EXPENDABLES 3 

Is the best thing about the 
Expendables franchise that it 
has brought Bridgehamptonite 
Billy Squier’s classic song “The 
Stroke” back to the public eye 
over 30 years after the song 
first came out? It could be. It 
certainly isn’t the wink-wink 
jokes between the elderly 
action stars as they pretend 
to perform feats of physical strength. That’s a joke 
that got old when Roger Moore was mugging and 
mincing his aging way through ’80s-era James Bond 
films. At this point, it’s kind of hard to believe that it 
took so long to saddle up “The Stroke” in service of 
an action-adventure film—its admixture of sex and 


violence seems ideally suited to the genre. Too bad 


it got stuck pimping for these Expendables films, but 
at the same time, J hope Billy Squier is making out 
alright by it. 


THE TRIP TO ITALY 

Steve Coogan (he of Philomena fame, to name only 
his most recent success) and Rob Bryden return 
in a sequel to The Trip. The Trip was a unique film 
of a few years back that featured two men who 
pretended to be just the real Steve Coogan and Rob 
Bryden traveling about Britain eating expensive 
meals and very frequently lapsing into witty bits 
of spot-on vocal impersonations—doing, to name 
a few, the voices of Michael Caine, Sean Connery, 
Richard Burton and Hugh Grant. In real life, both 
actors are comedians who have made their names 
doing impersonations and regional British accents, 
and so much of what happened on camera appeared 
to be the two men simply talking shop and trying to 


one-up each other with bits of vocal mimicry while 
eating delicious gourmet meals. Overlaid upon this 
was a sketchy plot contrasting these two middle- 
aged men: Coogan’s unattached character turned 
out to be in the midst of relationship troubles and 
Bryden’s happily married character was increasingly 
homesick for his young family and impatient with 
Coogan’s vanities. The Trip to Italy, while it may up 
the ante a tad as far as drama, seems to be set up 
to deliver pretty much the same experience, only 
with Mediterranean scenery and perhaps a little 
bit more plot. 


LET’S BE COPS 

A late summer bloomer, Let’s Be Cops promises to be 
a pretty funny ridealong. Two ne’er-do-wells (played 
by Damon Wayans and Jake M. Johnson) are set to 
go to acostume party, and they decide to go as cops. 

Apparently, because 
these two find out that when they’re in uniform 
people do what they tell them to as if they were 
real cops, and so they decide to go with it. Much 
hilarity ensues. £3.

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Quogue Boutique Triangle, Open for Business

J n an artful and productive spirit of community, 
a quiet little corner of downtown Quogue has 
undergone a transformation. The intersection of 
Jessup Lane and Quogue Street has been turned into a 
delightful destination for shopping and gallery going. 

The team at Austin Patterson Disston Architects 


_ renovated the corner building at 44 Quogue Street 


that formerly housed Custom Cool textiles and 
took an office there. They leased out the rest of 
the building to boutique stores that all connect 
into each other, making for an upscale mini-mall 
of sorts that all came together to open this year. 

The Quogue Gallery, which faces Quogue Street, is 
run by Chester Murray, co-chairman of the Quogue 


Historical Society. He also works with the Quogue 


Library and the newly opened Inn at Quogue across 
the street. “We've had a terrific reaction to this 
building and a nice buzz in the community about the 
gallery and the retail spaces,” Murray says. “We're 
rebuilding a historic district here that involves many 
generations of families that have lived in Quogue.” 

The Quogue Gallery opened in July with a show 
by Barbara Vaughn called “Waterscapes.” The 
colorful, bright series of reflected boats, flags 
and marina buildings on the water line the gallery 
walls, while one-of-a-kind jewelry and glass works 
gleam in cases and iron sculptures by 80-year-old 
Nol Putnam dot the floor space. White-on-white 
cowhide covered chairs by Southampton artist 
Jeff Muhs provide stylish seating by the window. 

“T’ve been an art collector for a long time,” Murray 
says, “and it’s a real treat now to put shows together 
and meet the artists. There is a great story behind all 
of this art and that’s what makes it more meaningful.”

Inside Quogue Gallery 


Murray and his wife travel extensively and find 
artists along the way they like. For example, Putnam, 
a retired school teacher who was making wondrous 
works of art using iron blacksmithing, hails from 
Virginia. “We had to talk him into exhibiting with 
us,” Murray says. ‘But now he’s thrilled with the 
attention.” 

The back of the gallery connects to Q44 Décor, a 
home décor store with a beachy vibe. A family act, 
the store is run by Katie Barbatsuly and her sister 
and mother. They also have stores in Delray Beach, 
Florida and San Francisco. 

Barbatsuly’s mother is an interior decorator 
who joined a small co-op shop years ago in 
Florida. That led to Barbatsuly having a small 


room of her own to showcase her design finds 
and the business grew nationally from there. 
“Our emphasis is on coastal color décor,” 
Barbatsuly says. “We have lovely items for beach 
homes and hostess gifts. It’s high quality items, all 
American-made. We have some vintage, but mostly 
new merchandise. I just love big, bright, bold colors 
for homes and clothing—teal, peacock, turquoise, 
tangerine and accents of metallics are my favorites.” 
The store stocks embroidered pillows, shell- 
encrusted mirrors, artwork, hand-painted ceramic 
plates, octopus-shaped candlesticks and _ silver- 
plated horseshoe crabs. 

Next door to Q44 on Jessup is Mr. Q,amen’s clothing 
and accessory store that sells nifty lobster and anchor 
printed shirts, canvas beach totes, trays printed with 
maps, and more.

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You Know Vinnie at White’s Pharmacy, Right?

Springs resident filling a prescription at White’s 

on Main Street in East Hampton incidentally 
mentions to the pharmacist, Vincent Alibrandi, that 
she’s just had a book published. And lo! She’s invited 
to bring in copies. And lo! He winds up selling 
more than the local bookstore did. On another 
occasion he’s working with the husband of a breast 
cancer patient who can’t afford a chemotherapy 
drug, contacting the insurance and manufacturing 
companies to ensure that she gets what she needs, 
immediately. He knows most of his regulars by first 
name, and they know him, calling him simply—and 
lovingly—‘“Vinnie.” Though the 47-year-old former 
owner sold the business to a city-based group 
last year (White’s is still a tenant in the 138-year- 
old building), Alibrandi continues to be a main 


attraction. Not to worry, though—he’s not going 
anywhere, and he notes that he checked out the 
new owners, wanting to feel that they would be as 
supportive a presence in their new romeo: as 
they are in Brooklyn. 

He’s pleased with his exclusive role as pharmacist, 
‘he says, because he will now be able to devote more 
time to volunteer and charity work in the area, 
something he found increasingly difficult to do, 
especially in summer, traveling from his home in 
East Northport. 

Alibrandi grew up in East Northport, drifted west 
to St. John’s University College of Pharmacy, then 
settled in his old hometown with his wife and three 
daughters. He takes his girls to soccer and music 
practice and, when he can, does some biking and 
light reading. But much of his time seems to be

continues to be seen as a welcoming and affordable 
store. Tourists who discover it in summer are 
unaware, for example, that the pharmacy’s prices 
are competitive. 

Alibrandi is particularly pleased that, when he 
took over 13 years ago, he removed the upper 
platform in the rear of the store, an area that 
typically serves as a separating nook in pharmacies. 
He smiles; in removing the tier, he “got down on the 
people’s level.” The staff adores him for his upbeat 
attitude, old-fashioned personal care and regard 
for community. Leslie Donovan, a Southampton 


. resident, designs the attractive window displays 


that sometimes include the imaginative work of her 
husband, steampunk artist Art Donovan. 

Nora Hajko, a cosmetician who’s worked with 
Alibrandi over the years, says he treats staff like 
family. Jessie Medina, in cosmetic sales, remembers 
that when she was just a customer, he would greet 
her with, “Hey, whatcha need, what can I do?” And 
he didn’t just mean her—he would also ask about 
her stepchildren and fiancé. His friendly manner 
invites customers to open up—if they want to. Even 
as he conducts an interview, he keeps an eye out on 
folks who drift to the back of the store to see him, 
managing to be courteous all around. He speaks of 
being sensitive to Main Street, to making sure that 
White’s “fits in” with the tenor of the place and the 
kind of customers who keep coming, some of them 
third and fourth-generation. He chats them up, 
they chat him up. A 90-plus year old man recently 
recalled White’s from the old days when he had been 
a soda jerk there. 

The staff takes the cue, greeting entering customers 
with a relaxed “May I help you?” then discreetly 
backing off, but it’s those first moments that define 
the ambiance of the place, he says. 

As a kid, he worked in a pharmacy up island and 
decided he liked the health care profession. In the 27 
years he’s been in the field he’s seen a lot of changes, 
“most of them for the good—better care, better 
technology, better products.” He cites particularly 
the dramatic shift in the survival rate of patents with 
HIV. He’s seen them, treated them, no doubt watched 
some of them die. But he’s manifestly pleased to be 
part of a profession that’s making a difference. To 
be sure, going to White’s for many means going to 
“Vinnie’s.”

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A Hampton Lady Dines Out on the Water

A n indicator of a truly great restaurant is how 
you feel afterwards. In this case, the route back 
to the car involved a stroll along the marina to look 
at the fishing boats, breathing in that wonderful 
salt air and reveling in the magnificent starry night 
sky above. Over the course of a delicious dinner at 
Hampton Lady, the mid-week tension brought on 
by my daily commute along Montauk Highway, had 
dissolved completely—leaving my fellow diner and 
I feeling more like we were vacationing in Hampton 
Bays than living here year-round. Our company in the 
back room overlooking Shinnecock Bay was a mix of 
locals, who said fond hellos to the waiters (so-and- 
so’s son or daughter), and out-of-towners, adults 
who distinguished themselves by gleefully feeding 
seagulls outside over the balcony. The atmosphere 
-was cheerful—groups of families and friends seemed 
to be enjoying themselves (and their lobsters)—and 
although it was packed on a Tuesday night, the 
open sliding glass doors lent a feeling of openness 
and relaxation. 

This was our second time at Hampton Lady—the 
first being when they had first opened just about 
a year ago—and having thoroughly enjoyed the 
Hamptons Sunset drink last time around, this time I 
opted for The Hampton Lady Margarita. One did the 
trick for this Hampton lady! The delicious concoction 
of Patron Silver, Patron Citronage, Cointreau, fresh 
lime juice and a splash of orange juice was perfectly 
blended and served in a tall glass with plenty of ice 


and sea salt around the rim. 
Our friendly waitress described 
the specials (a $28 lobster night 
takes place Sundays through 
Wednesdays!) and the catch of 
the day (fluke) as the pink sun 
began to set behind her over 
Ponquogue Bridge, casting an 
indescribably beautiful glow 
across the water and onto the 
boats docked outside. One 
of said boats is of course the 
Hampton Lady herself, on which 
captain Jim, who’s. also the Dinner and a sunset 
restaurant owner, takes people 

out during the day for fishing. You can’t pass up 
local fluke, so I went with it, and with the options. of 
having your catch-of-the-day grilled, broiled or fried, 
it had to be fried. The BF went with fish tacos, after 
spotting them at a neighboring table, which were 
also prepared with the fresh catch. 

We started with fried calamari—which were fresh 
and soft with each bite (and there were no heads in 
this batch, only the rings), seasoned and salted so 
well that the marinara sauce complimented rather 
than carried the flavor. Take note: The portion 
is enough to share with four as an appetizer. So 
delicious, though, it took some restraint to save 


room for entrees. Good thing we did. My fluke was - 


a big one, served with buttery, crunchy-fresh mixed 
veggies, a baked potato, a little dish of tangy dill- 
relish sauce and a lemon. The fish tacos were “yummy 


yum!”—served in three soft 
corn tortillas with little bowls 
of chopped fresh tomato, black 
beans and guacamole and a 
lemon to squeeze over the top. 
“These might just be the best 
fish tacos I’ve ever had,” said 
fellow-diner, noting the palette- 
cleansing carrot-cabbage slaw 
underneath the fish and the 
flavorful cilantro and finely 
chopped red onion atop. 

The menu at Hampton 
Lady allows you to eat like 

an Islander—enjoying the 
same, fresh food today that might have been here 
a century earlier—crabcakes, baked littlenecks, 
steamed lobster and local, in-season vegetables. The 
menu also includes salads, pastas and steaks; truly 
something for every palette. All desserts are house- 
made so you can share, or indulge on your own, in 
flan, cannoli, tiramisu or key lime pie. 

We have set plans to come back with friends 
and enjoy the bar area, where waterfront dining 
meets sports-bar camaraderie, and catch live music 
on the ocean-side deck at sunset on Friday and 
Saturday nights. ga.

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Café Oso: A Gem Within Southampton Inn

afé Oso is the restaurant and dining area at the 

Southampton Inn—but you don’t need to be 
staying at the hotel to enjoy its delicious fare. Dan’s 
Papers editor Stacy Dermont accompanied me on 
a lunch outing to the café, intent on exploring its 
many charms. 

We elected to sit outside—aside from the elegance 
of its indoor, underground accommodations, Café 
Oso also offers a huge patio for outdoor seating, 
and even an outside bar—and we enjoyed the music 
and the sun while our helpful server Tim brought 
us menus. 

The Southampton Inn itself is a stone’s throw from 
the heart of Southampton Village, and offers a range 
of amenities, from a tennis court to a heated pool 
to private gardens. The hotel also sponsors clam 
and lobster bakes throughout the summer months, 
occasionally hosts gallery showings and auctions, 
and allows for easy access 
to beaches, golf courses, 
wineries, art galleries and 
all the other mainstays of 
Southampton. 

Upon sitting down, I 
asked for the driest white 
wine on the list. The house 
pinot grigio proved to be as 
dry as I'd hoped, while still 
maintaining a reasonable 
smoothness. While perusing 
the menus, Stacy and | 
noted that a sizable number 
of gluten-free options are 
available in addition to the 


standard lunchtime fare (Café Lobster roll heaven 


Oso offers breakfast, lunch and dinnertime tapas). 

We began with the Atlantic mini crab cakes and 
an order of guacamole and chips. The crab cakes— 
which were also served with guacamole, alongside 
a seaweed salad—were enjoyably spiced and the 
perfect snack food, while the seaweed salad featured 
a distinctive “sushi” flavor and was delightfully salty. 
The hand-crafted guacamole, Stacy was pleased 
to report, carried a distinctive taste of lime, and 
included fresh red peppers, red onions, lemon, 
cilantro, sea salt and black pepper. 

Next up were our entrées (I asked for a Burton 
IPA to accompany the main event—the café 
features a number of Publick House beers as well as 
domestic brews). 

I ordered the lobster roll, which was served on 
a potato bun and absolutely packed with fresh 
lobster, tossed with lemon juice, celery, cayenne 
and mayonnaise on a bed of lettuce. Stacy’s BLT 
featured a staggering amount of crispy applewood 

smoked bacon, topped with 
beefsteak tomato - slices, 
romaine and mayonnaise. 
A wooden skewer, crowned 
with berries, held the 
sandwich together. We both 
relished our fries, thin-cut 
and judiciously salted, but 
the portions were so massive 
that neither of us could finish 
them, though our lunch was 
far from over at this point. 
On Tim’s recommendation, 
| zwe also tried the pinwheels, 
: 5 opting to go with the Nova 
J 6Scotia smoked salmon. This 
was the highlight of the meal,

rolling together salmon, cream cheese, lemon, red 
onion and capers in a neatly sliced wrap.

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Going for Green: Simple Summer Recipes

‘SIMPLE |

I have a “yen” for Chinese 
food—just a quick and tasty 
stir-fry. The basics, which are 
easy to figure out if you’ve 
COOKING eaten Chinese food enough 
\ times, are simply § garlic, 
\ ginger, scallions, vegetables 
such as bell pepper, snow pea 
pods, the poultry, meat or fish 
in bite size cubes, soy sauce, 
of course, and a bit of roasted 
sesame seed oil for heightened flavor and therein lies 
your homemade Chinese stir fry for two. Prepping 
ahead makes a quick meal with a side of rice. 

I love beets and roast them fresh from the farmers 
market—they keep in the fridge for up to a week, 
along with fabulous crisp lettuces, which I wash 
and dry a portion of to keep fresh in the fridge for 
a couple of days by rolling the lettuce up in paper 
towel. Cherry tomatoes are a cheery standby and 
when ready to toss my greens in a bowl I simply peel 
a roasted beet or two, cut into cubes over the lettuce, 
halve the cherry tomatoes and, if a ripe avocado is 
on hand, dice it into the salad as well. Extra-virgin 
olive oil balanced with lemon or lime juice, and a bit 
of red wine or balsamic vinegar, salt and pepper to 
taste and voila a delicious salad for an evening meal. 
I do like my dinner! 


CHICKEN STIR FRY WITH BELL PEPPER AND 
SNOW PEA PODS 
For two or double for four* 


1 tablespoon cornstarch mixed with 2 teaspoons 
water 


1/2 pound skinless chicken thighs or breast meat, 
trimmed and cut into 1” cubes 

3 tablespoons canola or peanut oil 

kosher salt 

1 red bell, trimmed of core and seeds, and diced 
1/3 pound snow pea pods, strings removed 

1 clove garlic, finely chopped 

1 1/2 teaspoons grated ginger 

3 scallions, timed and sliced on the diagonal 

1 tablespoon low-sodium soy sauce 

1 teaspoon roasted sesame oil 


1. Mix cornstarch and water until cornstarch is 
thoroughly dissolved, put in the chicken pieces and 
toss to coat. 


2. Heat the oil in a medium size wok or 10” nonstick 
skillet and, when oil is hot, add the chicken all at 
once, separating the pieces with chopsticks. Stir, 
sauté for 3 to 4 minutes until lightly golden tossing 
the pieces frequently and season with salt to taste. 
Transfer chicken to a side dish and set aside. 


3. Add additional tablespoon oil if necessary and 
put in the bell pepper and snow pea pods. Stir, sauté 
vegetables for about 3 minutes then add the garlic, 
ginger and scallions, stirring the mixture frequently 
for another 2 to 3 minutes. Return the chicken to 
the vegetables and toss for another 3 minutes. 
Season with soy salt, sesame oil and salt to taste 
and toss mixture vigorously. Serve hot with plain or 
brown rice. 


*Note on doubling—If doubling a_ recipe, 
go 1 to 1 1/2 way with ingredients such as oil, 
and sharp flavors such as_ garlic, ginger, 
soy, etc.
